Not old enough to drink? 


When Virginia raised the legal drinking 
age the average senior did not care. There 
was always Georgetown. But in the fall of 
1986 D.C.’s drinking law changed, making it 
illegal to drink until the age of 21. Was this a 
fair law? Some thought it was, but many others 
did not agree. 

“If you are old enough to vote you are old 
enough to decide if you should drink,” Chris 
McDonald pointed out.

These dates haunted college-bound seniors 
this year, as they were dates on which the 
SAT was taken. SATs required waking up early, 
going to school armed with 400 Number 2 
pencils and filling in small ovals for four 
hours.

The class of '87 was not completely satis- 
fied. The reason? Not enough senior 
privileges? Did seniors deserve to have 
any? Debbie Lasocki said yes, because, “'It’s 
our right, as seniors.’ Added James Har- 
rington, “I’ve been working for them for six 
years. Besides, we'll be freshmen again.” 

What privileges did Robinson seniors 
already have? Woody Hesser's response 
was, “I don’t think I have any.” Others, how- 
ever felt differently. 

The most common answer was “getting 
out of class early.”

Getting out of class was not the only 
privilege ever granted seniors. They were 
allowed to pick up their yearbooks early.

STUDENTS SAY NO TO DRUGS 


i When eight and nine year old’s are using and peddling illegal 
substance, you know it's a problem. When trusted government 
) officials test positive for drug use or idols die of overdoses, you 
_ know it’s a serious problem. And when First Lady Nancy Reagan 


launches a full scale war against drugs by organizing a “Just Say 
No To Drugs” foundation, it is a problem. And this problem 
reaches everywhere; the home, the office, the church, and yes, 
even the schools. 

Fairfax county was one of the first school systems to form a club 
against drugs. Senior Allyson Little helped start “Robinson Says 
No” to teach all students the dangers of using and abusing drugs. 
This free-of-charge fifteen member group met in Sub School VI 
every Thursday. Uniting with SADD against all substance abuse, 
““Robinson Says No” wrote and acted out skits for elementary 
school children grades three to six, hoping to prevent the spread 
of drugs. But skits were only the beginning. Allyson Little said “We 
hope to set up peer counselling for those who need help and urge 
other schools to do the same. 

Robinson Says No was made up of any student concerned with 
the drug problem in America and the little being done about it. 
Making the public aware was the main objective. Senior Danielle 
Cooley, further got the message across: “We had Robinson's own 
art department make up T-shirts, buttons, and bumper stickers 
saying ‘Robinson Says No’.” 

“Robinson” meant the entire school, including its faculty. 
Teachers also joined ‘drug teams,” teams asking teachers to turn 
in suspected student drug users, or risk losing their own jobs. 
Teachers such as Mr. Art Steffans got involved in hanging the con- 
spicuous signs in Sub Schools | and Il, and V and VI. The message 
reads, “Robinson Says No To Drugs.” Clear, straight to the point, 
and effective. 

The long-term effects of habitual drug-taking prompted 
“Robinson Says No” to set up after-school guest speakers. The 
lighter of the drug abuse was the formation of clubs like “Robinson 
says No.”

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Many English students have often found 
difficulty in writing the papers assigned to 
them during the school year. Several 
reasons were given for this. Senior Marti 
Klein felt, “It’s hard to figure out exactly 
what the teacher wants.” Senior Chris 
Rogers said, “Organizing a paper into logi- 
cal order is the hardest part.” 

Faculty in the English Department 
hoped to alleviate some of this difficulty 
through a teaching technique called 
“process writing.” A select committee of 
English teachers was chosen to learn this 
method through in-service training 
programs in cooperation with Fairfax 
County. After completion of the program, 
the committee was expected to teach the 
technique to the remaining members of the 
English department. 

The primary concept behind process 
writing was that “every individual is a 
writer,” and “everyone has a voice,” accord- 
ing to department head, Mrs. Shirley

Whiteman. In training, the teachers were 
taught to discover their own voice, so that 
they in turn, could help students find their 
own voices. 

The four major points of instruction in 
process writing covered the prewriting, 
drafting, editing, and publishing of a 
paper. In the prewriting of a paper, 
teachers discussed the topic and offer ex- 
amples. From this, students gained an idea 
of what to write and completed a rough 
draft to begin the drafting phase. Using this 
rough draft, students found what they 
needed to add or change. In addition, 
students were divided into small groups to 
read their papers aloud and receive feed- 
back from peers. In writing the final draft, 
students could use these suggestions as they 
saw fit, and completed the paper after edit- 
ing all grammatical, spelling, and other 
technical errors. The final phase, publica- 
tion, could be accomplished in various 
ways, such as reading the paper to the class 
or having it posted on a bulletin board. 

It was hoped that this method of writing, 
in addition to other skills used in English 
Department, would “help students to 
communicate more clearly,” said Mrs. 
Whiteman.

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“Math and science courses take up a lot of 
time, but they'll save me time in the future,” 
commented senior Sean Osborne, who was 
taking college-level AB Calculus and 
Chemistry. 

The Mathematics Department, with 22 
full-time teachers, and the Science Depart- 
ment, with 20, dealt with the day-to-day 


routine of teaching and handling various 
"special situations. The self-study program 
and the introduction of new technology 
‘into the school offered challenges for 
teachers as well as students. 


Both departments prepared for the self- 


‘study program, a recertification process 


Swhich was required every 10 years. 


“Teachers have been meeting and evaluat- 
ing goals and achievements,” said Mr. Dave 
Caughey, chairman of the Science Depart- 
ment. A state committee would tour the 
school the following year. 

Perhaps the most striking change in the 
science classrooms was the purchase of nine 
Apple Il computer systems. According to 
Mr. Caughey, Robinson was a pilot school 
in which teachers learned about the new 
machines and how to use them to create 


tests, worksheets, and other materials. “My 
teacher uses the computer to print labs and 
run tutorial programs,” remarked Eric 
Christoph, a senior. 

In the Mathematics Department, chair- 
man Mrs. Sandy Keim pointed to Robin- 
son’s above-average SAT and SRA scores as 
a reflection of the high standards set by all 
of the teachers. The 24 math courses in- 
cluded gifted and Advanced Placement 
classes ranging from basic through 
Calculus levels. 

The goal of teaching mathematics, 
according to Mr. Donald Giese, was “to 
motivate and challenge the student.” Mr. 
Giese, who taught General Math and 
Algebra Parts I and II, found it “incredibly 
challenging to help students realize their 
potential. By the end of the school year, 
they leave the class possibly not liking math, 
but with more confidence than they had 
before.” 

Mrs. Diane Kelbaugh agreed, adding 
that a major part of learning math was 
“learning how to reason.” 

Mr. Caughey noted that the Science 
Department was committed to a strong 


laboratory program and “sufficient use of 
lab studies.” Another major project of the 
science teachers was the February school 
Science Fair, from which about 30 of 100 
projects were selected to compete in the 
county regional fair in March. 

Jung Mun, a senior took computer 
science as an elective. “I’m preparing for 
engineering in college,” he said. The 
computer science classes made use of new 
Zenith machine. 

Mrs. Keim and Mr. Caughey both agreed 
that Robinson students were highly moti- 
vated: “We're very fortunate here. Gener- 
ally the students are very responsive,” 
commented Mrs. Keim. “The departments 
set high standards and get high results.” 

Mrs. Pam Davis, a chemistry teacher, 
summed up her work this way: “It’s like 
being a missionary — This is my field, my 
mission.”

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Much offered in art and drama 


In the art and drama courses, there were 


many ways for students to find a medium of 


expression. Whether it was through the 
production of a play or through sketching a 
scene, the opportunity was there. 

In the Art Department, the courses 
offered were Art I through IV, general art, 
commercial art, sculpture and ceramics, 
Photography I and II, and film Production 
I and II. These courses offered a wide 
range of activities through which students 
could be enriched or gain valuable experi- 
ence towards a possible career. In Film 
Production II, students were required to 
create a major film production for each 
grading period; commercial art students 
were asked to create an idea for a product 
as well as advertisements for it is an attempt 
to sell it to prospective buyers. Throughout 
the year photography students were asked 
to assemble portfolios with pictures of 
various subjects such as interesting shapes 
and contours of nearby buildings. 

A number of the art students partici- 
pated in the Scholastics Magazine Regional 
High School Competition held at the 
Corcoran Art Gallery from January 27 to 
February 1. A few artists were talented 
enough to receive a prestigious Gold Key 
Award. These were senior Jamie Thacker, 
an Art IV student who submitted a lithog- 
raphy; junior Carrie Patterson, an Art II 
student who submitted a pen and ink 
sketch; and senior Amy Dohner, a Photog- 
raphy II student who entered a Photo- 
graph. 

When asked what he hoped to accomplish 
through teaching art, department head, 
Mr. Robert Nelson responded by recalling 
a talk he had given in which he posed the 
question, “What good is knowledge if the 
heart and the hand cannot express and 
apply what is in the head?” 

This though was reflected in several 
responses by students when asked what 
they liked about art. Sophomore Heidi 
Mitchell, an Art II student said, “It allows

(the teacher) lets us draw what we feel.”

Students who had an affinity for drama 
were able to pursue their interests through 
several courses offered in the Drama 
Department. These were Theatre Arts I 
through IV. The theatre arts courses 
covered a vast number of topics and activi- 
ties related to drama, from the reading and 
reviewing of plays representing various 
periods and styles to the actual performing 
and directing of plays. 

Throughout the year, drama students 
were given the opportunity to test their 
skills in the school’s performances of “Up 
the Down Staircase,” “Love, Death, and a 
Haircut,” and “Once Upon a Mattress.” 
The auditions for these performances were 
open to anyone who wished to take part; 
however, theatre arts students were en- 
couraged to participate. 

Packed audiences attended the winter 
performance of “Up the Down Staircase,” 
and when it was performed at the Virginia 
State International Thespian Society 
competition it received a standing ovation. 
The performance was judged to be of such 
high quality that the cast received an invita- 
tion to perform the play on center stage at 
the national convention of the Inter- 
national Thespian Society, to be held at the 
end of June in Muncie, Indiana. This 
accomplishment was an outstanding honor 
for the many students involved, as well as 
for department head Mr. Chip Rome, since 
it was only the second year that Robinson 
had entered the competition. Recalling the 
feeling among the actors after the perfor- 
mance at the regional competition, sopho- 
more Marni Cicci said, “Everybody was in 
tears because it went so well.”

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The musician views his or her instrument 
as many things: a vehicle for self- 
expression, a finely-tuned machine, a 
friend. Robinson’s music program offered 
courses in a wide variety of areas including 
orchestra, band, keyboard labs, chorus, 
jazz, and guitar. “One of the benefits of a 
large school is that we have more courses in 
music and other areas as well,” commented 
Mr. Glen McCarthy, the department 
chairperson. “At Robinson, students can 
start playing an instrument at any level, 
even if they’ve never taken any music 
before.” 

Many students played in the two high 
school orchestras, Symphonic and Concert. 
According to orchestra director, Mrs. 
Kathy Dow-Wilson, “Orchestra students 
are above-average students, and the 
majority of them play more than one in- 
strument.” Both Mrs. Dow-Wilson and Mr. 
McCarthy hoped that music students would 
graduate as better-educated music 
“consumers.” 

“Being a string bass player, you get a feel 
for the kind of power that a group of 
musicians can bring to a piece,” remarked 
junior Matt Willis, who participated in both 
the concert and symphonic orchestras. 

The Music Department also offered 
Symphonic, Concert II, and Concert III 
Bands, headed by Mr. Garland Markham. 
The marching band was involved in several 
competitions during the school year in 
Pennsylvania, Richmond, and other local 
and faraway areas. 

The Symphonic and Concert III Bands

In addition, the Marching, Jazz, 
Symphonic, and Concert III students 
traveled to Charleston, South Carolina for 
a competition that lasted several days. 

Mike Forgy, a senior percussionist in the 
Symphonic Band and the Marching Band’s 
drum line captain, commented that 
“playing in the band is rough, especially 
during the marching season — but in the 
end, all the effort is worth it.” 

Three groups of singers — the Madrigals 
(or Ensemble), concert choir, and the 
Robinson Singers — practiced often for 
performances and competition. “The sing- 
ing groups are performance classes,” said 
Dr. Shirley Echard, who oversaw the choral 
music program. The groups participated in 
county and district chorus, sang for the 
school and the community, and headlined 
its third annual Chili Concert (a dinner and 
music package). The Madrigals, a select 
group that rehearsed during seventh 
period for class credit, sang in elementary 
schools as part of its service to the commu- 
nity. 

Also offered were the Advanced 


Placement Music Theory course — a “nuts 
and bolts” music class, according to Dr. 
Echard — and the keyboard lab. 

“Singing together is a group process,” 
remarked Dr. Echard. Seven Robinson 
singers participated in the All-State 
Chorus, an impressive number given that 
only 20 students were selected from the 
nine high schools in the district. Tom 
Walker, president of the Robinson Singers, 
enjoyed the “opportunity to sing,” and 
added that the choral classes “give us a 
chance to do what we like to do best.” 

Mr. McCarthy taught the guitar classes, 
of which Advanced Guitar was a 
“performing ensemble.” In addition to 
sponsoring the Ram Jam, a concert fea- 
turing top Robinson student rock bands, 
the guitar students performed with the 
chorus at local hotels during the fall. 

“The Music Department as a whole has 
been, and is, very successful,” commented 
Mr. McCarthy. The basic objective of the

Students interested in courses not offered 
at Robinson were provided with trans- 
portation by bus to take them to the school 
where it was offered. Auto Mechanics 
student Mike Hoffman commented, 
“When I came here I knew nothing about 
cars, but now I am capable of fixing 
anything.” .

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Just like any newcomer to Robinson, Mr. 
Caudill, the new associate principal, found 
the size of the school quite surprising. How- 
ever, despite this factor, he found the 
school to be quite receptive.

“Subschool V, Mrs. Hall.” 

The voice is familiar: Mrs. Hall, the 
secretary many students referred to as 
“Mom,” was in her eighth year of running 
the Subschool V office. Her role in 
subschool administration was a pivotal one. 
“I’m the overall operator of Subschool V — 
I'm here to do it all,” she said. 

Mrs. Hall was originally hired as a part- 
time secretary for the 1975 Self-Study 
Program. After the project was completed, 
she worked as part-time receptionist and 
finance officer, and later joined the staff in 
Subschool V. 

In addition to helping students, parents, 
and 42 faculty members, Mrs. Hall had to 
order supplies, check attendance, and “do 
lots of paperwork.” Fifteen aides helped 
Mrs. Hall run errands, which included 
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delivering passes, sorting mail, and transfer- 
ring media equipment from one subschool to 
another. 

“The students come first,” commented Mrs. 
Hall. “We as a subschool have developed a rap- 
port with the students. They have confidence 
in us and come to us for help.” She described 
her work as “a close working relationship” with 
the student population, whose number had in- 
creased dramatically since her first day on the 
job in 1978. There were more phone calls, 
more passes to write, more people to help. 

“When parents call in and are upset, I’m 
the first one they talk to,” she said, and then 
added, “I’m a sounding board, sort of a 
cushion to keep things going at a smooth 
pace.” 

Principal Charles Blanton remarked, 
“She is willing to help anyone, anytime,” 
and some students returned to show their 


appreciation, though not necessarily in a 
quiet way. A three-piece band played 
“Happy Birthday” one year: “It was in- 
teresting having drums and trumpets play- 
ing in front of my desk,’”’ Mrs. Hall 
remembered. On another occasion, a pizza 
was delivered, and attached to it was a bill 
for 11 dollars.

Illegal parking by students is 
a primary cause of the parking 
problems occurring daily at 
Robinson, acknowledged Prin- 
cipal Mr. William Jackson. 
“The school has no control 
over the ticketing because of 
the county ordinance which is 
enforced by the police,” he 
added.

“We've issued parking stickers 
to students who have after-

some kind of action needs 
to be taken when over one 
million teens are becoming 
pregnant each year. Many of 
these pregnancies result in 
abortion or the birth of prema- 
ture or unhealthy babies. Any 
step toward preventing teen- 
age pregnancy, such as con- 
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traception, is a step in the right 
direction. 

One large question exists 
about this subject: By making 
contraceptives easily avail- 
able to teens, will these new 
health clinics succeed in 
preventing teenage preg- 
nancy? Although they may 
help the situation, the clinics 
themselves don't offer a solu- 
tion to the problem. In fact, 
some teenagers may under- 
stand the health clinics to say, 
“It’s OK to have sex. Just make 
sure you have protection.” 
One more problem — contra- 
ceptives have been available 
to teens in the past and that 
didn’t stop them from taking 
risks, It’s also important to re- 
member that contraceptives 
are by no means foolproof. 
“The Pill,” one of the most reli- 
able contraceptives, has a 
two-percent failure among 


USETS. 
While the success of health 
clinics is up in the air, it is 
apparent that the Joseph P. 
Kennedy Foundation’s 
Community of Caring pro- 
gram has made a difference. 
Through caring and teaching 
values, the program has 
succeeded in reducing the 
mortality rate of infants whose 
mothers are in the program. 

It is normal for a teenager 
who has had an abortion or 
who becomes pregnant to ex- 
perience emotional problems 
later in life. Every attempt, in- 
cluding education, counsel- 
ing and contraception, should 
be made to prevent a female 
from becoming pregnant dur- 
ing her teenage years — when 
she is unready or unable to 
accept the responsibilities of 
being a parent.
